WNECOTIATING FOR A SETTLEMENT 
PETVW EEN RAILROAD ANDCITY. 


The Disputed Points—-Committee Appointed—Results 
Street Raeilway—Badly Beaten-—Attempt to 
Murder—Died Suddenly- Roff House— 

One More Untortunate— Personal. 


Macon, March 17.—[{Special.|—For some 
days the discussion between the mayor and 
city council and the incorporators of the Cov- 
jpgton and Macon railroad, abont certain con- 
ditions of contract, has been going on. It 
seemed such a hard matter to understand that 
your correspondent has refrained fronimed- 
dling with it until now. 

THE FACTS IN THE CASE 
are these: } 

When the contract for right-of-way and de- 
pot privileges was drawn up, it appears that 
some members of the council, with the mayor, 
objected seriously to that portion of it regard- 
ing the location of the shops. 

The East Tennessee shops having been re- 
moved from this city caused these gentlemen 
to be very cautious in settling this matter by 
a written agreement, that whenever the shops 
ate removed from Macon all rights and priv! 
léges granted the Covington rvad, either as 
regards the right of way, but also the entering 
of the city by the oid Augusta bridge, 

SHALL BE FORFEITED. 

When this matter was brought before coun- 
cil last week there was nothing done, and a 
ealled meeting was announced, but still noth- 
ing Was done. 

Last night the question was opened in 
council and created a warm <iscussion, 
but at last 7 committer ot seven, 
consisting of Messrs. Cox, Connor, Smith, 
O'Hara and Nussbaum, with Mayor Priceas 
chairman, was appointed to adjast the matter 
withColonelsMachen,robeland Livingstone,ot 
the Covington and Mavcon. 

This committee met to-day, and = after 
thoroughly discussing the matter, adjourned 
to3p.m. this afternoon, so that he pirties 
might investigate the 

SFCOND POINT AT ISSUE, 

which is the probable suit against the Cir cia 
Railroad and Banking company by the |) :vis 
estate, on a claim brought up for righ: of 
way privileges. The Davis estate is loc.ted 
some three and a half miles from Macon, and 
the mayor holds, that if the city obtain the 
franchise of that portion of the Georgia road 
for the use of the Covington and Macon road, 
then Macon virtually becomes a party to the 
damoge suit, unless the Covington and Macon 
gives a guarantee that they will stand between 
the claimants for damages, and the city of 
Macon. 

After adjournment Mr. Dessan, who rep- 
resents the city, and others went out to inves- 
tigate that matter and try to 

EFFECT A COMPROMISE, 
and so avert the threatened suit, and settle 
for ever that part of the disagreement. ‘There 
are other points involved, such as guarding 
the city against accidents between the city and 
the junction, on the Augusta road bed, and 
relinquishing the Augusta bridge if demanded 
by the oldcompany. To this the Covington 
and Macon replies by demanding that, in that 
event, the city allow them a new right of way 
between the o'd road and the park, 

Colonel Machen says: ‘We come among 
your people proposing to act in tbe very best 
of faith: with no promises to violate and no 
jobs to put up, but under the existing circum- 
stances, I am unable toJgo on with making any 
further contracts for work ou the road. We ex- 
pect to build our shops and locate the head- 
quarters of the company in Macon, and there 
18 nO probability that they will ever be re- 
moved. Wenow have our first one thousand 
tons of ironrails atthe wharf ready to be 
loaded on aship, which will bring them to 
Brunswick. We have several tine locomo- 
tives, and some of the handsomests cars over 
seen in the south, all with ‘Covington & Ma- 
con’ painted on them, and ready for ship- 
ment, but they will not be shipped until our 
affairs in Macon have been settled.”

As soon as the work is done 
they hope to run cars through from East Ma- 
con to Gilesville. 

Several new cars are on the way from Louis- 
ville, where several more are being built. Two 
new ears builtin the city will be put onina 
few days. 

AT THE PARK. 

They will place two switches between the 
belt line and the park, so as te run as many 
ears down there as they choose. They will 
furnish Sunday music at the band stand dnu- 
ring thé summer. 

With all these facilities, it will be an easier 
watter for the business men and pleasure seek-

own use at various times. (Garrick was then 
bound over to the superior court and, being 
without friends in the place, finally pre- 
vailed upon two of our toWwnsmen to stand his 
bond until! superior court met in November. 
He left bere and went to Atlanta where he 
obtained employment and often assured his 
bondsmen by letter that he would be on hand 
to stand histrial. When superior court con- 
vened he did not appear and his bond was 
forfeited. His bondsmen sent to Atlanta to 
find where he was and learned that he had 
skipped the townand left for parts unknown.

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SPEARING A HONDURAS TIGER.

“S.¢.t-t-t!? hissed Francisco, sliding from 
the back of the ox on which he had been seat- 
ed, and clutching my arm with a grasp that 
made the member numb for an hour.

Their exemption from 
diseases of this kind, this writer claims, is due 
entirely to the stimulants they drink with their 
meals—children as well as grown people, of 
all ages—and yet despite this free use of stimu- 
lants there is comparatively little drunkenness 
among the English. He goes further to say, 
that there is a nature], inborn craving for 
stimulation, and on account of the great vari- 
eties and indigestible qualities of the fo: nl of 
the present day, stimulant is as necessary as 
the food itself. It is a question, he maintains, 
whether the people of this country are not 
straining their ideas and spebudices 
the use of stimulants to a dangerous 
and to the destruction of the health of 
people. This stupid opposition to a 
cious use of the same, 
ialiv when we have a_ pure 
cle like Duffy's pure malt whisky, has done 
more harm and been the cause of more misery 

as evidenced by the thousands of dyspeptics 
and other invalids, whose complaints are di- 
rectly traceable to imperfect digestion—than 
could ever arise from even a free indulgence in 
the use of liquors.

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Rhode Island's Election. 

The first state election of the year occurs 
in Rhode Island on the 7th day of April. A 
governor and the usual list of state ofticers, 
together with a legislature, are to be elected. 
Under the property qualification the poor 
man of foreign birth cannot vote, and repub- 
lieapism has the state ina sling. A man 
without property has no voice in the govern- 
ment, and yet the people of the little state 
are very free critics of the shortcomings of 
states that have no property qualification. 

The property qualification has become very 
obnoxious, 89 far as ex-soldiers and ex-sail- 
ors are concerned; and in the coming elec- 
tion the people will vote upon a constitu- 
tional amendment to allow soldiers and sail- 
ors of foreign birth, who served in Rhode 
Island regiments in the late war, to vote 
without property qualification. Still anoth- 
er proposed amendment to be voted on pro- 
hibits the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 


cating liquors in this state. 
ments are carried by a three-fifths vote of 
the qualified electors they will become a 
portion of the constitution. The woman 
suffrage amendment will also come before 
the people, but not to vote upon at this elec- 
tion. Thisis the first action on the bill in 
the general assembly, and it is only to be 
read at the polls this year. Another general 
assembly wil) then pass upon it, and if car- 
ried by a majority of ali the members elect- 
ed it will then go to the people to be voted 
upon.

Andone of these days, if the amend- 
ment is not adopted, the choice of the people 
will contract a cold or pneumonia, and Sen- 
ator Ingalls’s proposition will be recalled 
with regret. It should be remembered that 
the customary.procession, and the customa- 
ry inaugural address, as well as the admin- 
istration of the oath, take place in the open 
air, Washington air in the early days of 
March is something to avoid. People were 
frost bitten when General Grant was inaug- 
urated for his secondterm. In the last days 
of April Washington weather is enjoyable, 
and balmy, and pleasant, and safe. The 
proposed amendment should be accepted as 
fast as the legislatures meet.

Is She Guilty? 

The famous Walkup case has been dupli- 
cated at South Valley, N. Y., but witha 
very different result. In the Walkup case 
the defendant was acquitted, although it 
was proved that she purchased arsenic 
and that her husband died from arsenical 
poisoning. In the New York case Mrs. 
Mary Wileman, a handsome woman of 
thirty-seven, has been found guilty of poi- 
soning her husband, and has been sentenced 
to be hanged on the 30th of April. 

The result seems to have surprised every- 
body, and an effort will be made to secure 
cither a pardon or a commutation of the 
sentence. 

In the Wileman case may be seen the 
danger of allowing an ignorant or blood- 
thirsty jury to wrestle with circumstantial 
evidence. In this case no motive was shown 
forthecrime. The good character of the 
defendant was not attacked. Hatred be- 
tween herself and her husband was not 
shown. The possession or purchase of the 
poison used was not traced to her. It was 
simply proved that Wileman ate a pie made 
by his wife, fell sick and died. Before his 
death he expressed the belief that he had 
been poisoned by his wife. At the post 
mortem arsenic was found in his stomach. 

Now, all these facts makea much weaker 
case for the prosecution than$wa;3 made out 
in the Walkup affair. Fortunately the re- 
sult strikes the people and press of New 
York so unfayorably, that the victim has

HE ST. PATRICK'S DAY BANQUET 
IN LONDON.

Dwer @ray Makes a Speech Asserting the Right of 
the Irish Peaple to Autonomy—Mr. Parnell 
Keeps in Seclusion The Irish in the 
House—Other Foreign News. 
——— 


Lonpon, March 17.—The banquet in honor 
ef St. Patrick’s day was given at the Cannon 


* street hotel this evening. There were 259 


guests, including Lar! Ashburnham and many 
Parnellite members of parliament. Many 


telegrams were read, expressing confidence in 
Ek. Dwyer 
Gray, who presided, regretted the absence of 
Parnell, who was unwell. Amid great euthu- 
siasm he proposed the toast: “Ireland, a Na- 
tion,” adding that if ever a race on the facs of 
the globe had proved its right to nationhoofl, 
the Irish had done 80. In spite of cen- 
suries of ‘bitter struggle, unparalleled 
acrifices and unequalled sufferi ngs- 
Irishmen had shown that they were deter 
mined to obtain the rights of a nation, and 
rever was their determination stronger than 
now. He hoped that before long Gladstone 
would be enabled to selve the problem. Irish- 
men wished to legislate for themselves in their 
own country, and would loyally accept any 
measure giving them that privilege, thus ben- 
efitting both countries, instead of endangering 
the empire. Other toasts followed. 
HOME RULE SURE 

Mr. ©’ Brien, presiding over a meeting of 
4,000 Irishmen in St.George’s hall,in Bradford, 
tonight, made a speech, in which he said that 
Ireland’s prospects were never brighter than 
vow. It would not be the fault of the Parnel- 
lites if the most promising chance of cilecting 
a reconciliation of the people should be madly 
and wickedly sacriticed. 

Attorney General Russe!! was banyuetted in 
London this evening by some of this constitn- 
ents. In an address he said that hnglishmen 
might rest’ assured that Gladstone's 
Irish scheme would be just and equitable, and 
would unite the libare!l party and strengthen 
the best interest of the empire. [Coercion he 
said had failed and it would therefore be wise 
to give lreland judicious 
home rule. Li Chamberlain 
should resign his seat in the cabinet, the conn- 
try would accept the resignation. There was 
no exctise for deserting the government short 
of very grave reasons. 

Mr. McCarthy, speaking at Glasgow this 
morning, said that the nationalists wished to 
welcome the orangemen because Ireland should 
be a conntry in which the Irish should sink all 
differences of opinion. 

rHE SCOTCH CHURCH SILL. 

Robert Bannatyne, liberal member for [n- 
verness, moved in the house of commons this 
afternoon, the second reading of his church of 
Scotland bill. This opposes disestablishment 
and favors reform of the church as 
would practically amount to reconstruction. 
it aims, for instance, at removing all those ob- 
stacles Which now exist to the reunion of the 
free church and the United Presbyteriau with 
the Established church. The Scotch radicals 
are determined in their opposition to this 
measure, and in this they receivethe assistance 
of the larnellites. Indeed many Parnellite 
members canceled their engagements to speak 
in the provinces tonight, inorder to be present 
in the house. After a prolonged discussion. 
Finlay’s motion was rejected by a vote of 292 
to 1.7.

Ite General Observance Throughout the 
Country. 

BALTIMORE, March 17.—St. Patrick’s day 
opened bright and beautiful, and at an early 
hour the green emblem was everywhere visi- 
ble. At St. Patrick’s church, the principal 
religious celebration took place, and the edi- 
fice was crowded to overtlowing. Arch- 
bishop Gibbons occupied the throne, and 
solemn highmass was celebrated by Rev. 
Francis Fowler, Rev. Father Hickey. of 
(jermantown, l’a., delivered the panegyric. 
The music was very fine. About thirty of the 
clergy were present, as also Alexander Sulli- 
van, of Chicago. 

The committee of the Hibernian society 
teday sent to Parnell adraft for «sou. It was 
collected years ago for 2 Smith ©’ Brien fund, 
and was in custody of the Hibernian soviety. 
The accumulation of interest brought the 
amount up to the sum named. 

BALTIMORE, March 17.--The admirers of 
Parnell, and his sympathizers in his effurts to 


» obtain home rule for Ireland, celebrated St. 
*Patrick’s day by holding the largest and most 


enthusiastic meeting ever held in this city in 
aid of the parliamentary fund. ‘oncordia 
operahouse was filled to overflowing, and pre- 
sented a brilliant appearance in its dressing of 
green, intermingled with the starsand stripes. 
The stage was occupied by some of the 
most prowinent clergymen and _profes- 
sional men in the city. Letters of regret 
were received from Archbishop 
Gibbons, Senators Gorman and Logan, and 
Congressman Findlay. Monsignor McColgan, 
vicar general] of the arch-diocese of Baltimore, 
was one of the vice presidents of the meeting. 
A subscription was started, and the secretary 
announced that over $7,000 had been sub- 
seribed to aid the causeot Ireland. Alex- 
ander Sullivan, of Chicago, was the orator of 
the occasion. His remarks were 
listened to attentively, and en- 
busiastically applauded. A musical and 
literary entertainment followed, and short ad- 
dresses were made by Representatives Mc Adoo, 
of New Jersey, Brady, of Virginia, Tarsuecy, 
of Michigan, and Murphy. of Iowa. Brady 
said that the sign of sympathy felt by Ameri- 
cans for Ireland was shown today on the floor 
of the house of representatives at}Washington, 
when two-thirds of the members were deco- 
rated with green ribbon. Archbishop Gibbons 
was unable to attend the meeting, but his letter 
expressed his sympathy with the cause. 
IN NEW YORK. 

NEw YorK, March 17.-—-The St. Patrick's 
day procession formed in Washington park 
and marched up Fifth avenue, headed by the 
69th regiment, Colonel Cavanagh commanding? 
There were 10,000 men in line, representing 
all the Irish societies iu the city. All along 
the route the procession was greeted with 
cheers from the multitude. Earlier in the 
morning solemn pontifical mass was celebrated 
at the cathedral] in Fifth avenue by Archbishop 
Corrigan. The 69th regiment occupied seats 
in the main aisle. 

IN PITTSBURG. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 17.—In the parade 
this afternoon, of the ancient order of Hiber- 
nians, in honor of St. Patrick, an orange and 
greén hanner was carried, as a symbol of the 
unity of Ireland.

John F. Armstrong Makes a_ “Stirring 
Speech. 

AveusTa, Ga., March 17.—[{Special.]—St. 
Patrick’s day was royally observed in Au- 
gusta this evening. A large gathering of 
Trishmen was hadat the hall of Richmond 
No. 7, and the exercises were participated in 
by John F. Armstrong, Hon. Patrick Walsh, 
General W. M. Sweeney, United 
States army, Senator John S 
Davidson and others. Mr. Armstrong, 
who is just from Ireland, give it as his opin- 
ion, arrived at from personal conference with 
Parnell and the Irish leaders, that home rule 
will be granted Ireland, and that Mr. Glad- 
stone will surprise the most sanguine Irish- 
man by the liberality of his views when his 
platform is made public. John F. Armstrong 
is totally o to the use of dynamite, but 
he is of the opinion that if the present parlia- 
ment refuse to do something for Ire- 
lend, that the explosive} will be used 
indiscriminately by Irishmen. Much interest 
is attached to those assertions of Mr. Arm- 
strong. He has just returned from an extend- 
ed trip to Ireland, where he went on business 
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with the league. He is considered to have a 
knowledge of the green room scenes. The 
meeting at No. 7 was enthusiastic and a/- 
journed at a late hour.

A COLORED CITIZEN MAKES SOME 
SERIOUS CHARGES. 


Which are Investigated by a Constitution Reporter— 
Charges of a Serious Nature Against the Man- 
agement of the Almshouse—No Founda- 


tion Apparently for the Charge. 


Day before yesterday a colored citizen 
named Hamp Moss came into the city and re- 
ported a bad state of affairs as existing at the 
county poorhouse. 

Moss said he lived near the poorhouse, and 
had often visited the quartersef the colored 
inmates in the capacity of good Samaritan. 
He claimed that his visits were more especially 
to look after an old negro woman named Maria 
Wilson, who had been his friend before the 
fates sent her to the poorhouse, 

THE ALLEGED BAD MANAGEMENT. 

Moss reported the following occurrences: 

That about a month ago ‘Aunt Maria Wil- 
son,’’ who was seventy years old and helpless, 
fell in the fire and was burned to death. 

That dbring the recent cold wether an old 
man named Wylie Sutton was very low with 
dropsy; that the old man complained that his 
feet was very cold, and that he (Moss) palled 
the old fellow’s shoe off and found that water 
had run from the leg into the shoe and froze, 
and that there was a handful of ice*in the 
shoe; that the old man died in two or three 
days. 

That last Friday an old blind woman, 
named Emily Smith, died and when she was 
being dressed for the coftin it was discovered 
that her toes were ready to fall from her feet 
on account of frost bite. 

All these people were colored. Moss re- 
ported nothing against the management of the 
white department. He stated 
that the colored inmates were 

NOT GIVEN ENOUGH TO EAT, 
and were not cared for otherwise, but that 
they were afraid tocomplaim as it was gen- 
erally understood that to kick meant a dis- 
charge from the institution. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter went out 
to the poor house to investigate the charges 
that Moss had made. 

The institution is located seven and a_ half 
miles from the city. on the Peachtree road. It 
is uncer the care of Dr. R. L. Hope, a young 

1ysician who has been in oftice about six 

ars. He was first put in charge by the ordi- 

lary and has been since retained by the county 
columissioners, 
THE COLORED PAUPERS, 

about twenty-five in number, are quartered in 
a row of two-room framed houses, located in a 
grove several hundred yar's from the public 
road, These houses were occupied until re- 
cently by the white paupers. They are such 
houses as rent in the city for four or tive dol- 
lars per month. 

When the reporter reached the poor house 
he was told that Dr. Hope was in Atlanta, and 
the newspaper man at once began an investi- 
gation on his own account. 

Unaccompanied by anyone, and with his 
identity unknown to the inmates, the reporter 
made full inquiries. There was no trouble in 
getting the negroes to talk. They were lazily 
sunning themselves on the warm side of the 
houses. The reign of terror that the 

SENSATION HUNTER 
was after did not appear to exist. The negroes 
reported that in one of the rooms two women 
had been placed one of whom was paralyzed 
and could not talk and the other being the 
old woman Maria Wilson, Both they, said 
were helpless. One morning the paralyzed 
woman knocked on the next doorand led the 
people in to where her companion lay in the 
fireplace dead with burns‘on her face and’arms. 

None of the negroes knew anything about 
the old man with the dropsy, or about the wo- 
man with the frozen toes, that was calculated to 
reflect on Dr. Hope’s management. 

“Is it generally understood out here that if 
you complain you go?” asked the reporter, 

An old negro replied: 

‘De doctor say dis: Dem dat don’t like what 
dey got kin git fudder!” 

Another added: 

“He say: ‘Don’t report outside, but ef you 
want anything come ter me!” 

“What are you fed on out here?” asked the 
reporter, 

PAUPER RATIONS. 

To that question the negroes replied that 
they drew rations once a week, and in cook- 
ing, it was every man for himself. They 
draw weekly seven pints of meal, one pint of 
flour, one pint of “yankee” beans, three 
pounds of meat and halfa teacup of coffee. 
Some of the negroes thought the bill of fare 
not good enough. (thers said it was as good 
as poor folks could expect. 

Among the inmatesthe reporter found old 
‘Louis,’ the rag picker. The old man has 
been an inmate of the poorhouse for several 
years, but has been coming to town every now 
and then to start business as a rag picker. The 
last time he came he brought his old blind 
vife with him. She had a fit on Whitehall 
street and fell through Rich & Bro’s. window. 
The crowd that collected got her so excited 
that she begged her husband to take her over 
the hills to the poorhouse ard to never bring 
her to the metropolis again. 

DR. HOPE ARRIVES, 

While the reporter was talking to the negroes 
Dr. Hope came up. 

The doctor hooted at the idea that he was 
mismanaging things. He said the old woman, 
Maria Wilson, had dropsy of the heart and fell 
dead on the hearth: that she was not burned, 
but merely got ashes on her face. 

The doctor said of Wiley Sutton that Hamp 
Moss's story was impossible, as Sutton’s, feet 
were so swollen that he could not wear shoes: 
consequently, Hamp Moss could not “knock 
ice out of the old man’s shoes.” The doctor 
also denied that Emily Smith’s toes were frost- 
bitten. He says he can prove that the charges 
are false. 

The reporter went to the 
the white paupers. There, at least, is a 
place thefcounty maygwell feel pride in. The 
house is of splendid brick and is almost if not 
fully as well built as any in Atlanta. It is in 
a beautiful location. The front is occupied as 
a residence for Doctor and Mrs. Hope, and the 
paupers occupy two wings running back. In 
the court isga good well. The adjacent 
grounds are 


quarters fer 


SOWN IN BLUE GRASS, 

The place is exceedingly attractive, both 
for the surroundings and on account of the 
excellent new plastered rooms and clean beds, 
There is no hired help, but one of the pauper 
women 1s detailed to cook. The paupers eat 
atacommon table in a long dining room. 
They have breakfast at eight, dinner at one 
and a cold lunch at supper time. There is a 
hospital department and Dr. Hope has a 
good stock of medicines. The inmates ap- 
peared bright and cheerful, exceedingly se 
when it was remembered that the company 
was a aggregation of lame, halt, blind, idiots, 
and unfortunates generally, 

NEW QUARTERS FOR COLORED, 

Dr. Hope said : 

“We have now on hand 125,000 brick with 
which the commissioners oxpect to erect this 
summer brick quarters for the colored people. 
When that is done the poor house will be an 
honor to the county.” 

“What is the expense of keeping these 
people?” 

“The average expense per capita, including 
children, is 12 cents perday. I have ten acres 
in garden, and am cultivating thirty-five acres 
in all. Texpect,in two or three years, to 
make the place self-sustaining.” 

The reporter inquired about the character 
of the negro Hamp Moss, and found a diversity 
of opinion. Some said that he was unreliable, 
and othersstated that he was about like the 
average negro. 

Dr. Hope's place is to be filled by an elec- 
tion in May. Dr. Hope is confident of re- 
election. The pay is$75 per month and ex- 
penses,

AND PREPARING TO EXCAVATE 
AND SET THE MACHINERY. 


The Board of Water Commissioners Award the Con- 
tract for Removing the Fence and Old Bulild- 
ings at the Artesian Well to Colonel J,W. 
Baum—Contractor Begins Work. 


The hack woods cabin which has ornamented 
Peachtree street, at Marietta street, for the 
past two years, will be packed away in a lum- 
ber yard before the sun goes down today. 

The destruction of the old building and the 
palisades was begun yesterday afternoon. 

Yesterday morning the board of aldermen 
authorized the appropriation of $7,000 for the 
purpose of removing the temporary structure 
and machinery and equipping the well perma- 
nently, and by 1 o0’clock the water commis- 
sioners had awarded the contract to Colonel J. 
W. Baum. Immediately after 

SECURING THE CONTRACT, 


Colonel Baum began gtearing away the roof 
of the shed and today will finish the work. 
Colonel Baum’s contract requires him to re- 
move the machinery, buildings and tower 
and to excavate for the new machinery and 
put it in position. When the colonel began 
the work yesterday quite a crowd congre- 
gated to watch the workmen knocking the 
old land mark to pieces. When the work is 
finished and the water begins to run 
again the artesian well will look quite differ- 
ent froma what it does now. Nothing but the 
tower will be above the ground then, and this 
will be quite an attractive object instead of an 
eye sore. In response to a question last night, 
Colonel Baum said: ; 

“I will push the work right along, and with- 
in sixty days from today, will have finished 
it.” 

“What do you take way?” 

WHAT WILL BE TAKEN AWAY. 

“Everything there now. The fence, the 
oftice, the boiler and engine and the tower. 
The tower, however, will not be removed until 
the new oneis up. I will even take down the 
magic lantern background.” 

“How big will the excavation be 

“It will be twenty by forty-five feet, and 
will bes eVenty feet deep. The sides will be 
walled up carefully and substantially with 
Chattahoochee river brick, and the bottom will 
be covered with cement.” 

“What will you have in the excavation ?” 

“One end of the excavation will be wider 
than the other. One end will be twenty feet 
wide and the other sixteen feet. In the wide 
end the tower will be located. At the base 
the tower will be 15x18 feet and at the top 
xs feet.”’ 

“How high will it be?’ 

A HIGH TOWER. 

“Eighty feet. It will be higher than most 
buildings in thatlocality. The tower will be 
quite pretty when finished and will be the 
only thing above the ground. It will be made 
of four 8-inch upright corner pipes. These 
corner pipes will be tied together by eight 
4-inch crossties, which are heavy pipes. 
Then eight tiers of diagonal crossties 
one and one-half inch, made of 
sound iron, will be These

used, 


diagonal crossties will be fastened to the cor-- 


ner pipes by cast-steel clamps. This will make 
the tower the most substantial structure in the 
“big 

“What is this tower for?” 

“For the tank, of course. On top of the 
tower the tank will be located. It will beten 
and a half feet in diameter and twelve feet 
high, and will hoid 7,800 gallons of water. The 
tank will have a roof of corrugated iron with 
a flag staff twenty-five feet high in the center. 

AN ATLANTA FLAG, 

“For what?’ 

B “A flag, of course. I am going to let the 
ladies of Atlanta make the flag and will run 
it up the day the well is ready to flow.”’ 

“How will you get the water into the 
tower?” 

“Through the corner pipes of the tower. 
There will be no pipes in the tower because 
the corner pipes will be utiliaed in conducting 
the water up and down or from the well into 
the tank and from the tank into the main, Iu 
fact, these corner pipes will be generally util- 
ized. One of them will carry the water up, 
another will take away the overflow or carry 
the water into the sewers for flushing and the 
other two will be used for the escape of the 
steam and smoke. This, you see, will do away 
with 

A SMOKE STACK, 

which is generally disagreeable. At the base 
of the tower—under the ground, I mean, the 
pumping outfit will be located. This outfit 
will consist of a balance wheel, crank and pit- 
man for working the pump. In the other end 
of the basement the boiler and engine will be 
located, and all of the basement outside of the 
tower will be covered and paved, and will 
form a part of the street. Thetower will have 
a floor two and one-half feetabove the surface, 
surrounded by a tasty iron railing. There 
will also be a banister around the bottom of 
the tank, and under this will be twelve win- 
dows, through which the vault will be lighted 
and ventilated. Whenthe entire thing is com- 
pleted no machinery will be seen, and this 
will give the well the general appearance of # 
flowing well.” . 

“How will you enter the vault?’ 

“Through a trap door in the bottom of the 
tower. The well will be run until Friday,and 
that evening will be shut down for six weeks.” 

Colonel Baum has agreed to complete the 
work within sixty days. He will use the en- 
gine and boiler now in use, but will put in a 
new outfit of pumping machinery. He has 
decided to have all the machinery made in 
Atlanta.

How EasterwShippers are Beating the Rail- 
roads—Turnips Shipped as Potatoes. 


Eastern shippers are perpetrating any 
making shipments to soufhern points. There is a 
special rate on eastern potatoes to Atlanta of 33 
cents per barrel, and the rate on turnips is 44 cents 
per barrel. In consequence of this difference in 
rates, all shipments of turnips are made under the 
head of potatoes. The barrels are branded pota 
toes and the bills of lading are 

MADE TO CORRESPOND. 

Yesterday a gentleman called at a wholesale 
store for the purpose of purchasing a barrel of Irish 
potatoes for planting. On the sidewalk he saw 
twenty or more barreis branded ‘‘early rose” and 
asked the price of them. 

“We have no potatoes,’’ answered the clerk. 
‘The parrels that you see there Contain turnips.”’ 

‘How is that?” ; 

‘Well, it is just this way. You see the freight 
upon a barre! of potatoes from Boston to Atlanta is 
38 cents. This is a special rate made on eastern 
potatoes, which are largely used in the south for 
planting purposes, and in fact they are the only 

tatoes used in this section for seed. 
and on turnips the rate is 44 cents per barre}, 

TO GET THESAVANTAGE 

of this difference in the rate all eastern turnips are 
billed as potatoes. The barrels are wel! *headed 
up, and no ventilation holes are fcut in them, as 
that would give the snap away. We always have 
to open a barrel before we sell it, to see what it con- 
tains, as from the brand and the appearance of 
the barrel we can’t tell anything fabout the con- 
tents.”’ 

«Is this deception practiced in other goods”’’ 

“Oh, yes. Forinstance, we get all our smoked 
beef, whether in boxes or casks, branded as bacon. 
The rate on beef is 73 cents, and on bacon 4%. 
Now to get advantage of this difference all beef is 
billed and branded bacon.”’ 

“What would you do in making out a claim 
egainst a railroad in the event that<you lost anum- 
ber of barrels of turnips that had been shipped 
avd billed under the head of potatoes?” 

“That I can’t tell, as we have never had to make 
out a claim of this character. I imagine though 
that the railroad would pay according to the read- 
ing of the bill of lading and we would have to 
Stand

what ever they were. 

t I could tell you of other dodges that the shippers 
play on the railroad, but the two instances alread) 
given are sufficient to show you how such things 
are worked.

We order turnips and 
potatoes as we want them, and pay for them ac- 
cordingly. We have nothing to do withthe way 
that they are packed, branded and billed. That 
isa matter for the railroads to settle with their 
shippers.”’
